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Report from Salina Cruz — Inspection of vessel. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon McPherson reports, March 16: 
During the period, March 1 to 15, inclusive, one vessel cleared from 
this port for the United States, the steamship Arizonan, which left 
March 3 for San Diego, Cal., and was fumigated throughout while in 
the roadstead outside the harbor.

Reports from. Callao — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Plague 
at Chilean ports — Status of plague m Peru. 

Assistant Surgeon Wightman reports, February 24 and March 4: 

Week ended Februarj* 22. Three steamships and 1 bark were 
dispatched with a total personnel of 262 members of crews, 55 cabin 
and 124 steerage passengers. Three of the vessels were fumigated and 
1 was inspected and passed. 

Smallpox continues in Lima. 

Week ended February 29: Bills of health were issued to 2 mer- 
chant steamers, with an aggregate personnel of 172 members of crews, 
95 cabin and 68 steerage passengers. Both vessels were fumigated. 
In addition, 21 vessels of the United States Navy were dispatched on 
statement of their medical officers. 
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Bills of health from Chile report plague as follows: 

Arica, 6 cases with 1 death in two weeks ended February 26 

Iquique, present, February 25; Antofagasta, 14 cases with 1 death in 

two weeks ended February 23.

Estimated popula- 
tion, 10,000. Total number of deaths, 33, including smallpox 1, and 
8 from tuberculosis. 

Algeria — Algiers. — Month of February, 1908. Estimated popula- 
tion, 155,000. Total number of deaths, 272, including scarlet fever 1, 
typhus fever 2, smallpox 4, and 54 from tuberculosis. 

Azores—^. Michaels and St. Marie. — Month of January, 1908. 
Estimated population, 127,566. Total number of deaths, 235, includ- 
ing measles 19, scarlet fever 3, and 3 from tuberculosis. 

France — Botibaix. — Month of February, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 121,115. Total number of deaths, 180, including scarlet fever 
2, diphtheria 2, whooping cough 1, and 35 from tuberculosis. 

St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended February 29, 1908. Estimated 
population, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 139, including whoop- 
ing cough 1, measles 3, and 19 from tuberculosis. 

Toulon. — Month of February, 1908. Estimated population , 104,000. 
Total number of deaths, 166, including diphtheria 1, and 5 from enteric 
fever. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended March 7, 
1908, correspond to an annual rate of 17.6 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,234,952. 

London. — One thousand five hundred and eighty deaths were regis- 
tered during the week, including measles 29, scarlet fever 10, diph-
